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Montana's  1990  population,  at  799.065,  was  up  1.6  percent  from  1980.    Population  density,  measured  in 
people  per  square  mile,  was  5.5  in  1990 -third  lowest  in  the  United  States.    Montana's  60.2  million  acres  of  land  in 
farms  and  ranches  ranks  second  in  the  nation  behind  Texas.

1991  CROP  PRODUCTION 

Montana's  small  grain  growing  season  got  off  to  a 
late  start  and  was  wet  and  cool  during  the  critical 
development  months.    Record  yields  were  attained  but 
acreage  was  reduced  by  government  restrictions,  hail 
damage,  and  winter  wheat  winter  kill. 


All  wheat  production  in  1991,  at  159.5  million 
bushels,  rose  9  percent  from  a  year  ago  and  24  percent 
above  tne  five-year  average. 

Barley  production  in  1991  was  up  52  percent  from 
last  year,  at  85.8  million  bushels.    This  is  a  28  percent 
increase  over  the  5-year  average.
